AT PAULDING, OHIO 


CRIM E THAT WOULD SHAME A 
SAVAGE COMMITTED. 


Two Children Murdered Near Defiance 
—Little Girl First Assaulted and 
Then Mutilated—Crime Discovered 
by Her Brother Who Is Also Slain 
People Clamor for Vengeance.

P a u ld in g , Ohio, Nov. 6.—The farm 
of {Samuel Good, three miles north of 
here, has been the scene of an awful 
murder, equaling in horror anything 
ever committed by savages. 
Samuel 
Good is a hard working man starting 
a small farm in the woods. 
He had 
three children. One of his sons, Asheby 
< i o od, aged 9 years, had a fondness for 
hunting, and had made a small gun 
and Sunday morning went out w ith his 
sister in quest of a deer or squirrel. 
The little girl’s name was Elsie. Night 
-came on and no children returned. 
'Then some neighbors started out to 
search 
for 
them. 
They 
tramped 
the woods in every direction un­ 
til 
break 
of 
day 
without 
find­ 
ing 
them. 
Then 
an 
alarm was 
given and several hundred men or­ 
ganised a searching party. 
About 8 
o'clock yesterday morning they came 
upon a horrible sight. 
Lying between 
two saplings and among some burned 
brush were the charred and mangled 
bodies of the two children. 
The spot 
was in a clearing about ISO yards from 
the house of a m an named Hart. 
The 
place and its surroundings could be 
plainly seen from the house. 
It had 
evidently been the intention of the 
murderers to conceal their crime by 
burning the bodies, but they had not 
used enough wood and w hat they had 
put on was green and only partially 
burned. 
Most of the clothes had been 
•consumed and the flesh blackened. 
The 
boy 
had 
evidently 
been 
murdered elsewhere: probably tied and 
left confined for awhile, for the cords 
th a t bound bis hands behind his back 
were still oh and the m arks showed 
th a t he had had time to work a good 
deal endeavoring to get them off. The 
tracks in the mud and leaves showed 
"that he had not been dragged there. 
To kill him, wherever it was done, the 
fiends had cut his throat close up under 
his chin, back to his ears, following 
along the line of the jaw bone. 
He 
had been stabbed and slashed "two or 
three times in the abdomen. 
There 
was a mark on his cheek where he 
had 
hit 
with 
a 
club 
and 
some? of bis teeth had fallen out 
and were lying blackened in the 
ashes. 
By examining the -mud and 
leaves the. searching party soon saw 
th a t the little girl had been brought 
there on foot, dragged along between 
tw o men. 
The brother they had 
brought there first and his sister was 
then taken out to where his mangled 
rem ains were. 
Her throat had been 
-cut and the head nearly .severed from 
the body. 
She had also been stabbed 
to the heart and the body otherwise 
m utilated. 
The exan^nation by the 
coroner proved th at she had been 
crim inally assaulted. 
The tracks and proximity of the H art 
house to the scene of the murder cast 
suspicion upon some of the male mem­ 
bers of th at family. 
Sheriff Staley ar­ 
rested Charles H art, a boy of 16 years, 
and Levi Cane, a colored man. 
The 
prisoners were brought to town and 
crowds of excited men soon collected. 
They have been discussing lynching 
and crying: 
“ Save 
the state the 
costs.” 
It is claimed the prisoners have been 
removed to another place. 
The officers 
have m aintained a deep secrecy in re 
gard to the evidence. 
The neighbors 
claim they know how many and w hat 
tools the Harts had about their house. 
In searching the premises two corn 
•cutters and an ax were found to be 
missing and the lia r 
say they don't 
know where they arc. 
Two blood­ 
hounds have been brought up and it is 
reported a new clew has been found. 
lf the party finds the right men they 
will not be brought to town alive.

Carrollton, they met Tom Carey and 
Robert Gould, two cole red stevedoees. 
Shots were fired a t the two men, 
who fled in haste. 
Gould escaped, 
but Carey fell with a scalp wound and 
I wo bullets in his shoulder. 
He started 
up and made another effort to escape 
and,was again the target of the mob, 
receiving in all before they left him 
tw enty wounds. 
He is now' lying at 
the point of death in a shelter at Car­ 
rollton. 
It is generally believed that 
Wednesday Mayor Fitzpatrick will con­ 
fess himself powerless to control the 
situation and that the governor will 
tak e charge and place the - militia on 
g u ard on the levee.

Unempl03 cd Unit o Cotton Longshore- 
men Supposed to Hare Done It in 
Revenge for Defeat—Total Damage 
Is Estimated at $65,000—Blazes 
Started In Six Vessels. 


S a v a n n a h . Ga., 
Nov. 
6 .—Flames 
broke out last night in six British cot­ 
ton ships in the harbor almost simul­ 
taneously. 
Six hours later a seventh 
fin* was discovered, also in a B ritish 
cotton ship. 
The first alarm came from the steam- 
ship Skidbj’. 
Fire broke out about 6:30 
p. ii i. in the No. J hold, where wrere 
2,600 bales of cotton, all of which 
were more or less damaged. 
They 
were rapidly 
pulled 
out 
and out 
on lighters. 
Fifteen minutes later the 
firemen were called to the steamship 
Baltimore 
City, ut the Savannah, 
Florida and Western wharf, about tw o 
miles from the Skidby, which was a i 
the Central wharf. The fire was found 
in the fore hold of the Baltimore City 
aud was soon put out, IOO bales of cot­ 
ton being damaged. 
The fire had not been discovered a 
minute before an alani} was given from 
the steamship Castlegarth, which lay 
alongside the Baltimore City. 
Here 
the flames appeared in three holds. 
There were 4,600 bales of cotton on 
board and about 600 of them were 
damaged by fire and water. 
Shortly after the firemen got to 
work on the Castlegarth fire was din- 
covered in the steam er Stag a t the 
Gordon wharf, about half a mile from 
the Baltimore City. 
Not much dam age 
was done here. 
A few m inutes later 
an alarm was sounded for fire our the 
Delgarth, a steamer a t the central 
wharf, half a mile from any of th e 
other steamers. 
This fire damaged 
about 400 bales and was discovered a t 
the same time in tw o holds. 
The Pe­ 
tunia was the next to give the alarm . 
Of this ship about 200 bales were dam- 
agecl. 
At midnight the seventh fire was dk>- 
• overed on the steamship Armenia, 
loading for Bremen at the C entral 
railroad wharf. 
It is estimated in th e 
aggregate 4,900 bales of cotton have 
been damrged. 
The loss is thought to 
be about 965,000. 
Up to last spring the cotton ships 
loaded here by union labor. This sea­ 
son, however, the ship brokers sub­ 
stituted non-union labor. 
There was 
an outbreak among the union and non­ 
union men about two months ago, in 
which two or three men were wounded, 
but since then there has been no 
trouble of any consequence. 
Last 
night's fires, however, indicate th e 
trouble is not yet over. 
The ship 
brokers and underwriters are all agreed 
the fires are of incendiary origin. 


Ogdensburg W arehouse Burned.

In the beautiful valley of the Shen­ 
andoah, with no sound to disturb the 
quiet of the summer day save the mur­ 
muring of the pine trees as they whis­ 
per to each other some tale, perhaps of 
far other scenes than these, of days 
when the peaceful valley was such a 
scene of human strife that the birds and 
bees and even tho sweet wild roses that 
thrived there in unmolested possession 
disappeared to return in after years and 
find a picture of utter desolation.

She had been left all 
alone in the world—in her own words, 
“ the last of theVardens’’—and judging 
from the grand air with which she an­ 
nounced that fact would have scorned 
the idea that she needed sympathy or 
pity as she stood amid the ruins of 
what had been a grand old southern 
home before the war, the home of the 
Vardens. 
All that remained of the house, two 
tumbling chimneys, was overgrown by 
6omo kind of vine, which gave a sort of 
picturesque beauty to the forsaken scene. 
A little to the left and just in sight of 
where the house had been was an in­ 
closure, in the center of which stood a 
tall monument, surrounded by smaller 
gravestones, marking the last resting 
place of the Vardens, who seemed to 
have turned their hack upon their earth­ 
ly possessions and laid their joys all 
away beneath the shadow of the great 
monument, leaving but one poor, crook­ 
ed, feeble remnant of their departed 
greatness to occupy the rest of the 
estate and keep their memory green in 
her faithful old heart.
